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Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  your  District  for  the  year  1938. 

The  Birth  rate  shows  a decline  on  that  for  1937,  but  is  above 
the  rate  for  the  whole  Country.  The  Death  rate  shows  a remarkable 
fall  in  the  year  and  is  exceptional,  coupled  with  this  is  an  almost 
equally  satisfactory  figure  for  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate.  While  it 
might  be  too  much  to  expect  the  low  rate  of  death  to  be  maintained, 
yet  the  possibility  of  achieving  this  low  level  is  a cause  for 
congratulation. 

The  results  of  the  scheme  for  protection  against  Diphtheria,  so 
extensively  carried  out  in  your  District,  appears  to  be  bearing  fruit, 
and  for  the  second  year  in  succession  the  high  standard  of  freedom 
from  this  disease  has  been  maintained.  The  notification  rate  per  1000 
population  is  .26  compared  with  1.58  for  the  whole  Country. 

Unfortunately  the  same  cannot  be  said  for  Tuberculosis,  and  the 
death  rate  for  this  disease  still  shows  a rise,  while  the  general 
incidence  in  the  District  remains  almost  stationary. 

Incorporated  in  this  Report  is  a summary  of  the  work  carried 
out  by  your  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  I take  this  oppor- 
tunity of  thanking  him  for  his  services  in  the  past  year.

Section  C.  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — The  consumption  for  the  year  including 
the  water  used  for  trade  purposes,  sewer  flushings,  etc  , works  out 
at  13.92  gallons  per  head  per  diem  as  against  12.86  for  the  previous 
year.  I understand  a new  Agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the 
Borough  of  Wenlock  which  will  enable  the  Council  to  obtain  200,000 
gallons  per  day  as  against  100,000  gallons  in  the  former  Agreement. 
The  total  quantity  pumped  was  49,700,000  gallons,  of  which 
11,069,000  gallons  were  sold  to  outside  Authorities,  Wellington  R.D.C. 
and  Oakengates  U.D.G.  The  consumption  for  Dawley  is  based  on  a 
population  of  7,600.  New  lengths  of  water  main  have  been  laid  down 
at  Doseley  Road  and  Ardern  Avenue. 

Quality  of  Water : Controlled  by  regular  Bacteriological 
examinations  in  the  district  and  by  examination  at  water  source  in 
the  Wenlock  district.  Results  generally  satisfactory.

The  whole  system  is  now  under  Chlorination. 

Quantity  : By  the  rearrangement  with  the  Wenlock  District 
Council,  double  the  supply  will  be  available  and  should  be  more  than 
ample  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 


SEWERS. — The  various  lengths  of  Sewers  in  the  district  are 
flushed  periodically  ; all  the  Sewers  and  Inspection  Chambers  on  all 
the  Council’s  Housing  Estates  are  examined  weekly  and  this  will  be 
necessary  until  the  tenants  become  accustomed  to  the  proper  use  of 
the  water  carriage  system.  Letters  have  been  sent  to  all  tenants 
asking  them  to  use  the  proper  sanitary  paper  so  as  to  reduce  the 
risk  of  stoppage  of  drains. 

Dark  Lane  Rows,  Dawley  Bank,  Stirchley  and  Castle  Fields 
sewerage  systems,  the  condition  is  as  in  last  year’s  Report.  The 
general  Sewage  Scheme  for  the  district  prepared  by  Messrs.  Wilcox, 
Raikes  & Marshall  is  with  the  Ministry  of  Health,  awaiting  their 
sanction  to  the  necessary  Loan.  The  estimated  cost  is  £40,000,  and 
the  Salop  County  Council  have  agreed  to  pay  a grant  of  £8,000 
towards  the  cost.  It  is  very  necessary  that  the  new  Outfall  Works 
should  be  constructed  at  the  earliest  possible  date,  as  yearly,  owing 
to  the  building  operations  of  the  Council  and  private  enterprise,  the 
method  of  treatment  is  becoming  dangerous.  Progress  has  been  made 
in  the  improvement  of  some  of  the  old  sewers,  especially  at  Doseley 
Road  and  King  Street. 

The  foregoing  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  regarding  the 
proposed  Scheme,  indicates  that  there  is  need  for  such  a Scheme  in 
the  district,  and  that  the  need  is  urgent.  However  with  a Ministry 
of  Health  enquiry  in  view,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will  be 
shortly  in  hand. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  SCAVENGING— The  Council  have 
completed  the  ninth  year  of  their  Public  Scavenging  Scheme,  and  the 
number  of  Sanitary  dustbins  in  the  area  still  increases.  The  ashes 
are  dealt  with  at  various  tipping  places  and  as  they  are  filled  in,  the 
land  is  rolled  and  grassed  down.  There  is  a weekly  collection  from 
Sanitary  dust-bins  and  Pan  closets.  This  work  is  done  by  direct 
labour  and  costs  about  £1100  per  annum.

ERADICATION  OF  BED-BUGS. — Zaldecide  is  still  in  use  in 
the  district.  The  Liverpool  County  Council  has  offered  to  demon- 
strate the  use  of  heavy  Naphtha.

PREVENTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.— The  Council 
have  continued  the  Scheme  of  Immunisation  (Diphtheria),  up  to  the 
present  1038  have  been  treated,  102  being  done  during  chis  year,  of 
which  54  were  done  by  the  2 shot  method.  In  no  instance  up  to  now 
has  any  treated  case  developed  Diphtheria,  The  Council  have 
allocated  a further  sum  to  continue  this  work, 

The  district  in  1938  shows  the  practical  absence  of  contagious 
diseases,  only  2 cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  with  a complete 
absence  of  other  diseases  of  commoner  zymotic  type.
